agricultural extension services may be expended for "(3) lease, repair, =

_ facilities and services, including former Civilian Conservation Corps precisa 
camps", This clause does not authorize the use of the funds to construct 
labor supply centers or camps. The Congress clearly intended that in the 
_ housing of agricultural labor, financed with the appropriated funds, ea 
_ every effort should be made to make full use of all existing housing “it wae 
facilities either owned by governmental agencies or by private persons.
